NEARLY EVERY HORSE IN THE 
CITY ATTACKED. 


Oxen and Mules Only Seen on the 
Streets, 


ITS SPREAD IN THE COUNTRY. 


Appearance of the Horse Dropsy. 


Nearly every horse in the city with 
the exception of a few old hardened sta- 
gers, are now down with the malady,but 
up to a late hour last evening no fatal 
cases were reported. Only the over- 
worked horses scem to be sufferring 


trom the malady, those that have been 
properly attended to and well fed have 
it only in a mild torm. The weil 
known ‘Tom Benton’of Dr. Eugene Gris 

som, the fine black charger of Dr. F. B. 
Haywood Jr., and the pair of mares of 
Dr. Jas. McKee, succumbed yesterday 
morning. The old “Roan” of Dr. Fab 
Haywood, Sr., Dr. Wm. G. Hill's Dun,“ 
Dr. Chas. E. Johnson’s old “Whitey” 
and Dr. Burke Haywood’s pair still hold 
out, but all of our young M. D.’s are 
either on foot or accommodate them- 
selves to mule transportation. 

The horses at the three public stables 
are all on the mend, and the proprie- 
tors expect to resume business in a very 
few days. 

It is generally believed that we are 
now in the midst of the crisis, and its 
worst is being passed. Very few horses 
are seen on the strects, all the drays anu 
public carts being drawn by mules and 
oxen. Wood is searce, but owing to 
the large importation of oxen from the 
country the price so far has not been 
raised, Contrary to the expectation 
and fears of many in this city the mur 
ket is well suppiied with meats, vegeta 

bles, &c., &., from the country, and 
there has been no occasion for an ad- 
vance in these commodities. So much 
for being prepared and conveniently lo- 
cated for oxen transportation, which 
though slow, is yet the cheapest. From 
several points in the country we learn 
with regret that the epizoc: “ is spread- 
ing to nearly every farm, bu. fortunately 
for ou. farmers, it occurs at a season 
that the loss of time does not conflict 
with the farming interest. 

For the benefit of our country friends 
(and all others) we publish below an 
other treatment which we take from a 
late number of a celebrated medical 
journal, and especially recommended 
by a leading physician of this city: 

“The patient should be excused from 
all labor and allowed complete rest. The 
stables should be cleanly and well ven- 
tilated. Disinfectants may be useful 
and in some stables necessary. Any of 
the following will answer: Carbolic 
acid, sulphate of iron, or bromo-chlora- 
lum. Tue patient should be properly 
groomed, and the nose and eyes fre- 
quently sponged with water, and the 
iimbs,if cold, bandaged. The drink 
should have the chill slightiy remoyed, 
but not enough to make :t warm and 
unpalatable. The diet should be light 
and of a laxative nature; say spout 
feed or bran, wetted or scalded, with a 
little salt added. Hay in limited quan- 
tities may be allowed. 

“In regard to remedies I wish to say 
that heroic treatment should not be 
tolerated. Blood letting cathartic nau- 
seates, and arterial sedatives are all ot 
them cither injurious or uncalled for. 
Next, whatever medicines are adminis- 
tered should not be given in tho form of 
dranghts or drenches, as the animal is 
sure to ve thrown into a paroxysm of 
coughing the moment a dreach is at- 
tempted, and some of the medicine will, 
in such event, be almost sure to find its 
way into the windpipe and bronchial 
tubes, thus inducing fatal bronchitis or 
pncumonia. Balls should not be given 
as they will be coughed back or out, 
and the irritability of the throat will 
be increased in attempting to pass them 
over with the band or finger. Powders 
are weil-nigh useless, as when mixed 
with the food the patient will usually 
refuse both food and powders, Electu- 
aries, syrups, or pastes are the only forms 
in which medicines may be successfully 
administered in cases where the throat 
is tender and irritable, and coughing 
casily induced. 

“Saline medicines I regard as the 
most useful in this disease. Any of the 
following wil! answer :—Chlorate of 
potash, muriate of ammonia, or hy po- 
sulphate o. soda, As an anodyne to 
relieve the cough, fluid extract ol bella- 
donna may be added. The proper dose 
of either of these medicines may be rub- 
bed up with two or three ounces of 
honey or molasses, and these — —

The cases referred to appeared in the 
stables of Samuel Merrill, Esq , Superin 
tendent of the Raleigh Gas Works. The 
Symptoms are nearly in accordance with 
those contained in our telegrams from 
New York yesterday morning, viz: 
Swelling of the belly and legs, and 
other symptoms as described. Only a 
few mules have as yet taken the Epi- 
zootic, and we are glad to say the malady 
does not spread in this direction. It 
the mules and cattle are taken with it 
as is reported in other localities, then 
we will indeed be ia a pitiable con- 
dition, 

From other localities, as will be seen 
by our telegrams the malady is raging.

Important from FranceeeSpeech of 
President hie.” 


Paris, Nov. i14.— Thiers in his speech 
thanks God for the reparation and gen- 
eral prosperity of the country. Reter- 
ring to the success of the last loan, he 
says the whole available capital of the 
commercial world was offered to France. 
Germany has been paid eight hundred 
million of francs of the war indemnity, 
and she will receive two hundred mil- 
lion more in December. Budget 
shows a deficiency of one hun- 
dred and thirty two million francs for 
the last fiscal year, but estimates show 
that by the equilibrium of expendi 
ture and revenue it will be restored in 
1873, and a surplus may be locked for 
in 1874. 

Allusion is made to the disa-ters of 
the late war, the crucl dismemberment of 
the country, the frightful burtheu it 
bad to bear, and the establishinent of 
the republic. All these things suddenly 
bursting on a surprised and disheart- 


reparable disasters if order had not 
been maintained. 

Anappeal is made to Republicans 
not to spare even excessive sacriflces. 
Events have given them the Republic; 
the Republic exists as the legal govern. 
ment, and attempt at any different form 
of government would lead to the most 
terribie revolution. 

The President deprecates a formal 
proclamativun of the Republic by the 
assembly. The better policy would be to 
impress on the institutions of the coun- 
try the features ot Conservative Repub- 
licanism. The Republic must be Con- 
servative, otherwise it cannot exist, 
The absolute need of France is repose. 

The mass might live through a few 
days of agitation after frightening 
Others it fears itself and falls into the 
acms of an adventurer traveling the sad 
and humiliating journey from anarchy 
to despotism and despotism to anarchy. 
The slightest fault is sufficient to wreck 
the Republic of France. Orderly and 
strong, it inspires confidence in foreign 
powers, who desire above all, a just 
equilibrium of France. It she chooses 
not to isolate herself she may become 
surrounded by ‘trusting aud useful 


friends. 
To the assembly is left the institution 
of constitutional measures. The 


decisive moment has arrived for the 
work. The President promises a 
deference to co operutiou and devo- 
tion. The President concludes by 
invoking God to blessthe work of the 
assembly, and fender complete and 
durable a consumma.ion which bas not 
been obtained since the Commencement 
of this Century. Ihe message was well 
received by Left und Centre to whom 
it gives great satisfaction. The Con- 
servatives moved the appointment of a 
Committee to draw up a reply. The 
motion was agreed to by a small majori- 
ty. Itis thought that the President’s 
message wil! lead to an early dissolution 
of the assembly.

Lonpon, November 14.— The heavy 
gales which prevailed on the British 
coast yesterday were very destructive to 
life and shipping. Reports of the 
wreck of many vessels, including the 
barks George and Hiawatha, have al- 
ready been received. 

Fifty lives are known to have been 
lost and it is feared that this number 
will be increased by the reports of addi- 
tional disasters.

WASHINGTON, November 14.— Rain- 
ing steady.
